''If people want to park longer ^ 
than one hour, it is only a fewj 
steps. from Main SL to the mun- 
icipal parking lots. In Toronto 
you might have to go blocks to 
find a parking lot" he said. 

"Adequate parking facililies 
have made it possible lor the 
police committee to proceed on 
the parking meter project," he 
said- 

The contract for the pnrliing 
meters allows the town to use 
them for a year on trial. If 
the town decides to keep tliemj 
they become the property of the 
town when they are paid for and 
all revenue goes lo the town. In 
the meantime, the meters are 
paying for themselves on an ar- 
rangement with the Mi-Co Meter 
company. 

Until the meters are paid for, 
the meter company receives 15 
percent of the revenue and the 
town receives 25 percent lo take 
care of maintenance. There is 
no lime limit for paying for the 
meters. In other towns it has 
taken from 13 months to two 
years to cover the cost out of 
meter revenues... -. .- i- ^. 

Starting Saturday, the meters 
wilt bo in effect from 9 a.m, to 
G p.m. on week days and from 
9 a.m- to 10 p.m. on Saturdays. 
The meters will not be In effect 
on Sundays and holidays. .- 

Parking stalls will bo marked 
off on the curbs beside the 
meters. The right front wheel of 
a vehiele is to be opposite -the 
parking meter and all cars 
to be parked in the same dlrec* 
tibn, with the tine of traffic' 
One hour is to be the limit for 
a:iy one parken 

Chief Com^table Byron Bur- 
bidgc said that if each person 
parks his car in the correct man- 
ner, it will make. parking easier 
than it has been. The meters 
allow a parking space of 2S feet. 
The. average car is IC feet long 
and if the front end of each car 
J5 opposite a. meter, a space of six 
feet will be left between the 
ears, allowing plenty of room to 
move m and out of parking spac* 
cs. Drivers arc requested to read 
the directions on both sides of

The Chi!dfen's Aid Society of 
York county dates from the fol- 
lowmg resolution moved in the 
county council of the County of 
York in the year 1910 by George 
S. Henry later premier of On- 
tario: ^'Resolved that in the 
opinion of this council, it i3 ad- 
visabie and expedient that a 
children's aid society be formed 

in the County of York/' 

From this point onward, an- 
nual county grants have been 
made toward the efficient execu- 
tion of all that this resolution 
implied, and associated with this 
execution have been such well- 
hnown county citizens as R. P- 

Coulson, the late Magistrate AVU- 

Ham Keith, Liout^ CoL George 
Little, Doctor Hugh - Al_ Cook, 
Mrs. Howard Cane, Mrs. William 
J, Noble, William J- O'Brien 
and many others. 

In 1934, a board of directors, 
under Mrs. Harold F. Ritchie, 
appointed to the post of execu- 
tive director an able and experi- 
enced social worker in the per- 
son of Mrs. Julc S, Driscoll and 
arranged for the transfer of the 
society .headquarters from 9 
Toronto St. to 73 St. Clair Ave. 
East, Toronto, where the increas- 
ing responsibilities of the agency 
could be more adequately admin- 
istered during what proved to be 
the most strenuous years in the 
history of Canadian welfare. 

During the period of Mra. Rit- 
chie's leadership^ the. increasing 
defnands on Ihe services of the 
agency, occasioned through de- 
pression and wgr, developed in 
the minds ot both board and staff 
a recognition of needed changes 
in service methods. Upon the 
retirement of Mrs. Ritchie from 
the presidency in 1945 and the 
elecioa of F. G..Gardiner» K.C., 
to the post, negotiations for the 
mo^e adequate quarters now oc- 
'i cupicd were initialed. In 1947 
a plan involving staff training by 
the agency through the co-oper- 
ation of the University of Tor- 
onto, the appointment of an as- 
sistant executive director and the 
departmentalization of all social 
and administrative services was 
implemented, and is still dc- 
yelopingp -"..' -■ - - . ' 



Since its inception the York 
County Children's Aid society 
has been interested as a welfare 
agency not only in the many 
thousands, of children and fam- 
ilies which have received care 
and assistance, but in York 
county and its citizens generally- 
It has in consequence tried to 
serve in accordance with such 
standards of the day as were 
consistent with rising costs and 
the wishes of a progressive and 
exacting popuJation. Today as 
one of the largest organizations 
of its\kind in Canada, it stands 
second to none in p^int of ac- 
complishment and determination 

to mainlaih the highest possible 
standards of service. . 

Recognition of this attainment 
by authorities in the field is ap- 
parent from the recent rating of 
the society by the .departmont of 
public welfare as a CI us s *'A" 
Agency; one of two in Ontario. 
This achievement should give 
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satisfaction not only to the hoard, 
staff and foster parents of the 

society but to the county as a 
whole, since the quality of ser- 
vice now given would not fee 
possible were it not forthe co- 
operative spirit demonstrated by 
the private citizen, the public of- 
ficial and Ihe county council 
throughout nearly 40 years. 

With a view iiot only to" in-^ 
telligent self-interest has the 
county, through its Children's 
'Aid Society, succeeded in lessen- 
ing some of its local social ques- 
tions, but with an understand- 
ing interest in the problems of 
every municipal lax payer, it

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The Newmarket Fii'e Brigade was meeting in the 
firehall last week when the alarm for the fire at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Morton was sounded. 
The firemen were out of the hall almost before the 
echo of the first call had faded. Their prompt arrival 
at the fire enabled them to save the upper storey of 
the home. Had they been a few minutes delayed, 
nothing could have been salvaged, - --_ 

There is ordinarily an inevitable delay between the 
time the alarm is sounded and the fire truck departs 
for the scene. The driver must first hurry lo the hall 
from wherever he is, his home or business, for the 
truck, and while the firemen show a remarkable alacrity, 
precious minutes ave lost which, as in the case of the 
Morton fire, could spell the difference between total loss 
of property and the saving of it by the firemen. 

There is always the chance, too, tliat the loss of 
tliosG precious minutes might cost a life. - 

Newmarket cannot afford the full time fire. de- 
partment which would end this handicap to firofighting. 
It could, however, employ a permanent fireman who 
would be on 2 1-Uour watch at the fireball. His presence 
there would permit an immediate response with the 
truck to an alarm and the rest of the firemen could 
join him on tlie scene of the fire. "

Tlie farmer, said the Hon, 'l\ Ij, Kennedy last week, 
gels the short end of the stick. He raises the produce 
but the retailer and distributor lake as hijJih as 78 per- 
cent of the retail price on fruits and vegetables. Every 
fanner knows tliis from bitter personal experience. The" 
question is; wliat can he do about it? "^ 

If the answer were easily found, the problem 
W'QiM not exist. There is no easy answer; hut some 
indication of where it may be searched fur is in group 
action by farmers to provide their owji storage and 
marketing facilities. The jirodticcr can reduce the dif- 
fejcnce between what the consumer pay:; for his i^conds 
and what the producer receives by assuming greater 
control over the marketing of his protlucts. He can do 
that by co-operative marketing or, ns in the case of hog 
producers, tltrougb legislation. In both instances, how- 
ever, individual initiative is required to nuikc a start. 

The day has gone forever when tlie farmer can

afford to forget al)out his produce the moment it goes 
out the gale in the back of a buyor> truck. If he has 
no storage space lie is forced to .sell produce from his 
field, and is then at tho mercy of fluctuating prices. 
If ho is to make a profjtjdile sale, he nuist have contnil 
of his produL(i until the price is right. 

The day will come when the farmer will iHit only 
prodnco, ho will also relail through outlets controlled 
by hint or his reprcsenlativcs. , . "'- ".

We 
spend huge sums on our school 
system, but little on our libraries, 
which provide by far the best 
souree of education for children 
just out of school, she said. 

Quite similar views were ex- 
pressed by Lyia W- MacQuarrie 
in an article in the "Ontario 
Home and School", June, 194S. 
In Ihis article, "Books are Wea- 
pons", Mrs, MacQuarrie said, 
"The non-existence of adequate 
library service indicates financial 
stringency, an ignorance of the 
value of rending to a community, 
or an apathetic indifference to- 
ward the same/' Statistics, pub- 
lished during the first years of 
the war, showed that while fl2 
percent of the city dwellers of 
Canada have public library ser- 
vice, only 42 percent of the peo- 
ple living in towns and villages, 
and only five percent living in 
rural districts have the service, 
although nearly half of the popu- 
lation of Canada comes under the 
last category. In the intervening 
period since war began we have 
suffered shortages, both financial 
end materia!, so we cannot yet 
expect much improvement in 
these figures. Considering them 
carefully, we realize that for the 
great majority of children in Can- 
ada, books arc very much a lux- 
ury^ rather than a privilege. 

It was Sir Henry Newholt who 
said, '*A child's desire to read 
ought never to be frustrated for 
want of books-'* "During the 
war/' Mrs- MacQuarrie continued, 
'"none of us hesitated, no mailer 
what sacrifice it miglit entail, to 
serve our country by knitting 
socks, rolling bandages, operating 
machines or any other concrete 
service. The challenge to give 
service in less concrete forms is 
often far more demanding and 
more important. At present, the 
most vital thing to our country 
is the education of the rising gen- 
eration to the meaning ol true 
democracy, and the creation of 
unfailing devotion to it.

the three counties of York, On- 
tario and Peel, Ontario county 
then included Georgina town- 
ship- Until 1S53 the governing 
body vf^s the council of the un- 
ited counties of York, Ontario 
and Peel, When Ontario separat- 
ed in 1S53 Georgma was reunited 

with York despite the protests of 
Ontario. Thereafter it was the 
united counties of York and Peel 
until 1866 when Feel separated. 

The first county council for the 
present county of York met in 
1887.
